IN THIS lesson Jesus and His 
disciples are somewhere in or 
near Jeruralem. and most prob ­ 
ab ly out of doors, not far from 
the Kedron riv er. In crossing the 
riv er they would come to the 
Mount of Oliv es and the Garden 
of Gethsemane. This was the ev e­ 
ning of the day b efore His arrest, 
as it was in the last week s les­ 
son. 
With the last words of that 
lessen. "I hav e ov ercome the 
world," Jesus "lifted up His eyes 
to heav en,” and b egan a prayer 
to His Father in Heav en to tak e 
care of these men whom He lov ed, 
and to strengthen them in their 
work when He was gone from 
them. 
"Father, the hour is come,” He 
said,

Thy Son also may glorify Thee.” 
It is a triumphant petition, al­ 
though Jesus k new that in a few 
short hours He would suffer a 
cruel death. 
"I hav e manifested Thy name 
unto the men which Thou gav est 
Me out cf the world: Thine they 
wtre, and Thou gav est them Me; 
and they hav e k ept Thy word. 
"Now they hav e k nown that all 
things whatsoev er Thou hast giv ­ 
en Me are of Thee. For 
I hav e 
giv en unto them the words which 
Thou gav est Me; a nd they hav e 
receiv ed them, a nd ha v e k nown 
surely that I came out from Thee, 
and they hav e b eliev ed that Thou 
didst send Me.” 
Jesus knew* how weak these 
men He claimed as His own were. 
Judas was ab out to b etray Him; 
Peter was to deny Him shortly, 
and all would desert Him in His 
hour of need.

Treating Mouth Disorders 


By H E R M A N N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 


IN our enthusiasm for vitamins 
and their role in overcoming defi­ 
ciency diseases, we are sometimes 
likely to forget that other ele­ 
ments, some of them familiar to 
our grandfathers as remedies, also 
play an im portant part in keeping 
the body in a healthy state. 
For 
instance, 
during 
recent 
years it was recognized that cer­ 
tain eonditic us affecting the mouth 
were due to a lack of some of the 
vitamins which go to make up the 
B-complex . Changes in the little 
swellings on the tongue, called 
papillae indicated a lack of niacin 
as did inflammation of the mouth 
while cracks at the angles of the 
mouth m eant to most doctors that 
the patient w as not getting enough 
riboflavin or B-2. 


Deficiency of Iron 
Now Dr. W illiam J. Darby of 
Nashville, rem inds us that all 
these things may also be the result 
of deficiency of iron One patient 
he treated had pam and burning 
in the stom ach and chest after 
meals. H er m outh was constantly 
sore. She was treated with niacin, 
a part of the vitamin B-complex , 
but did not improve. Later on 
burning of the toneue developed. 
Even a m ix ture of B-complex vita­ 
mins failed to give relief. Tests 
which were carried out showed 
tnat she was suffering from an iron 
deficiency. A m ix ture of an iron- 
containir.g preparation with vita­ 


min B-complex was started and 
within a week her mouth waa welL 
The administration of the iron was 
continued and a complete cure re­ 
sulted. 
Dr. Darby treated six patients 
who had cracking at the angles of 
the mouth and inflammation of the 
lining membrane of the mouth. 
Some of these patients improved 
greatly with the adm inistration of 
an iron preparation alone. Other« 
improved with the iron after they 
had failed to be benefited by vari­ 
ous B-complex vitamins. 
A Common Cause 
Dr. Darby therefore concludes 
that iron deficiency alone is a com­ 
mon cause of these mouth dis­ 
orders. Sometimes the mouth con­ 
dition may be accompanied by 
poor appetite, lack of acid in the 
stomach, enlargement of the spleen 
Jn the left upper part of the ab­ 
domen and a lessening of the color­ 
ing in the blood. 
Whca patients have these mouth 
disorders, a careful study should 
be made including a determ ination 
of trie amount of coloring in the 
blood. There is also a test which 
can be made which entails the giv- 
ing of iron which has been made 
radioactive by electrical tre a t­ 
ments. If a person absorbs or takes 
up more than 5 per cent of the dose 
of radioactive iron which is given 
by mouth, it means that he is suf­ 
fering-from an iron deficiency. If 
an iron deficiency is pre ^ n t the 
physician will prescribe the proper 
iron preparation to overcome the 
difficulty.

Treating Mouth Disorders

IN our enthusiasm for vitamin* 
*nd their role in overcoming defi­ 
ciency diseases, we ara aometimea 
likely to forget that other ele­ 
ments, some of them familiar to 
our grandfathers as remedies, also 
play an important part in keeping 
the body in a healthy state. 
For 
instance, 
during 
recent 
years it was recognized that cer­ 
tain conditions affecting the mouth 
were due to a lack of aome of the 
vitamins which go to make up the 
B-compIex. Changes in the little 
swellings on the tongue, called 
papillae indicated a lack of niacin 
as did inflammation of the mouth 
while cracks at the angles of the 
mouth meant to most doctors th at 
the patient w as not getting enough 
riboflavin cr B-2. 
Deficiency of Iron 
Now Dr. W illiam J. Darby of 
Nashville, reminds us that all 
the*® things may also be the result 
of deficiency of iron One patient 
he treated had pain and bun mg 
in the stomach and chest after 
meals. Her mouth was constantly 
aore. She was treated with niacin, 
a p art of the vitam in B-complex, 
but did not improve. Later on 
burning of the tongue developed. 
Even a m ixture of B-complex vita­ 
mins failed to give relief. Test:! 
which w ert carried out showed 
L ilt she was suffering from an iron 
deficiency. A m ixture of an iron- 
containirg preparation with vita- j 


min B-complex v a l started and 
within a week her mouth was well. 
The administration of the iron was 
continued and a complete cure re­ 
sulted. 
Dr. Darby treated six patient* 
who had cracking at the angles of 
the mouth and Inflammation of th* 
lining membrane of the mouth. 
Some of these patients improved 
greatly with the adm inistration of 
an iron preparation alone. Others 
improved with the iron after they 
had failed to be benefited by vari­ 
ous B-complex vitamin*. 
A Common Cause 
Dr. Darby therefore conclude* 
that iron deficiency alone is a com­ 
mon cause of these mouth dis­ 
orders, Sometimes the mouth con­ 
dition may be accompanied by 
poor appetite, lack of acid in th* 
stomach, enlargement of the spleen 
lr the left upper part of the ab­ 
ilo’ *n and a lessening of the color­ 
ing in the blood. 
Whee patient* have these mouth 
disorders, a careful study should 
be made including a determination 
of the amount of coloring in th* 
blood. There ic also a test which 
can be made which entails the giv- 
mg of iron which has been made 
radioactive by electrical tre a t­ 
ments If a person absorbs or takes 
up more than 5 per cent of the doss 
of radioactive iron which is given 
by mouth, it means that he is suf­ 
fe rin g -from an iron deficiency. If 
an iron deficiency ii p r i e s t the 
phyaician wall prescribe the proper 
iron preparation to overcome the 
difficulty.
